Virginia and many parts of South, cooks 
kill and drees poultry with great rapidity 
and plunge the pieces of chicken whi'e 
they are still warm with animal heat into 
the frying kettle. This secures the tender, 
succulent dishes of fried chicken which 
IB j netly the pnde of the old Virginia cook. 
There m something repulsive to the 
Northern housewife in serving up a fowl 
that was perhaps a few moments before 
was strutting about, the pnde of 
the yard. An equally good and tender 
dish of chicken may be attained by 
keeping

Postal Telegraph System. 


A bill has been introduced into con- 


gress foi tlie establishment of a postal 
telegraph system, 
The bill provides 


ttmt every poat-offloe where the free de- 
livery is seed shall be a postal telegraph 
station 
The post-master is to contract 


w kth one or more of the existing telegraph 
companies for a penod of ten years. The 
rates proposed are for the first twenty 
words or less, counting signature and ap- 
drese, between postal stations m the same 
state and lees than 300 miles apart, 15 
cents. Between stations not less than 
300 miles apart and not m the same state, 
25 cents for the first twenty words or less. 
No rate shall be greater than BO cents for 
twenty words The passage of this bill 
and the success of the system if estab- 
lished would mean the future control of 
the telegraph by the government and ite 
use as an auxiliary to the mail service.

of the North until the North surrenders 
its views of the power of the government, 


The first extract proves, that as there 


were Northern Democrats in the days of 
nullification and in the days of secession 
-n there are cow Northern Democrats 
who refuse to be dictated to or bullied 
into submission by the Houthern oli- 
garchy. The confidence of the South in 
its ability to order .'he Northern Demo- 
crats into line is seen m the extract from 
the Memphis Commercial where it sug- 
gests that a united Democracy will nul- 
lify the law by refusing to appropriate 
money to carry the law into effect.

Should be Made to Secure an 


Equivalent Return. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—Senator Prye 


yesterday received the following letter 
from Secretary Blaine, In answer to hie 
inquiries respecting reciprocity on the 
sugar trade and its effect with Cuba anc 
Porto Rico: 


BAR HARBOR, Ma, July 22, 189 


DEAR MR FKYK—I Have your reply to iny 


letter, and am glad tbut the essential part of 
It haa Lee-n given to the press. 


You aafc me wbai assurance I have as to 


Spain's willingness to enter Into reciprocal 
arrangements ol trade with tho United 
States. Your question surprises me, for you 
can not have forgotten that only six years 
ago the Prime Minister of Spain, in hla anx- 
iety to secure free adraisaion to our mafcets 
for the sugar of Cuba and VortoRieo, agreet 
to a very extensive treaty of reciprocity 
with 
Mr. John 
W. Foster, 
then oui 


Minister at Madrid. A yoar before—13*3 
—it very admirable treaty of reciprocity was 
negotiated by General Grant and Mr. Win. 
II. Treacnt, as United States Commissioners 
with the Republic of Moiieo—a treaty wel 
conaldered !u all its parts and details—whosi 
results would, I belluve, liave proved highly 
advantageous to both countries. In view o; 
the pending discussion, it is a somewhat 
singular circumstance that 
both 
these 


treaties of reciprocity failed to secure the 
approval of Congress, and for the express 
reason that both provided for the free ad 
mission of sugar. Congress would not then 
allow a single pound of sugar to come in 
free of duty under any circumstances what 
ever. 


And now the proposition is to open our 


ports free to everybody's sugar, and to do i 
with such rapidity that we are not to have- 
a moment's time to seo if we can not make 
a better trade—a trade bv which we may ia 
part at Iciist pay for our sugar with the pro- 
ducts of American farina carried fa £.merl 
can ships.Our change of opinion has certain 
ly been remarkable lu so briel ti period. In- 
deed the only danger of our not securing 
advantageous treaties of reciprocity now la 
the possible belief on the part of those 
countries that we are so anxious for free 
sugar thut by patient waiting they cm se- 
cure all they dealro without money and 
without price. 


Fearing that result, I suggested an later 


view with the eight Kopubllcun members 
of the committee on ways and means more 
than live months ago—to be exact,on the lOtl 
day of last February. I endeavored to con- 
vince them that it would bo expedient uniJ 
wise to leave to tho President, us the treaty- 
making power, an opportunity to see whai 
advantageous arrangements of reciprocal 
trade could be imulu. I was unable toper 
suade tho committee to taku my view.

In fact 
my effort was made before the Tariff bll 
was reported to the House, or oven forinet 
in committea It Is, I think, a very grave 
mistake to oppose this reciprocal proposi- 
tion touching sugar Irom tho fear that It 
may conflict in some way with tho policy of 
protection. Ttio danger, I think la wholly 
in tho opposite direction. 


Let us see what is proposed. Our Govern 


mont has heretofore collected u heavy duty 
from sugar—amounting one year In the ag- 
gregate to flfty-eiyiht millions of dollars 
(?5\000,000) and flvcraxlngjlfty millions per 
annum for a considerable period. Wo wish 
now to cheapen sugar by removing the duty. 
The valuo of the sugar we annually con- 
sume is enormous, shall we pay for It all 
in cash or shall we seek a reciprocal ar- 
rangement by which a large part of it may 
be paid for in bu f uud Hour, in lumber and 
salt, and iron, in shoes and calico and fur 
nlture, and a thousand other things. 


In short, shall wo pay for It all in cash, or 


try friendly barter In part? I think the lat- 
tor mode is the highest form of protection 
and tho best way to promote trade. I ad 
dress tills note to you, as I did my first, be- 
causeyou ha\*f taken an ttctlvo Intesest in 
the increase of our tnule with South Amer 
lea.
